2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claim is 
allowable because the prior art fails to teach a transfer link movable between a first position 
wherein the transfer link retains the transfer member away from a feed nip, against said bias, and 
a release position wherein said transfer link permits the transfer member to move toward said 
feed nip under bias and into contact with a leading segment of sheet material; and an actuator for 
driving the transfer link from the first position to the release position as set forth in claim 58. 

Boone et al. teaches a chassis 12 a detection system (col. 2, lines 67 and 68) and a 
transfer member 74, but the transfer member 74 uses an angle side portion 78 to retain the 
transfer member, instead of a transfer link and no actuator is prevent to drive the transfer link.
